LONDON, Nov. 8—(CP)—| 
The Red army was rolling} 
swiftly toward the Rumanian 
border today after taking the| 
vital rail junction of Fastov, 
35 miles southwest of captur- 
ed Kiev, and thus snapping 
the principal rail link between 
German forces in the north- 
ern Ukraine and the Nazis 
still battling at Krivoi Rog. 

The mighty push, moving along 
at a speed of 24 miles a day, 
threatened to crumble Nazi re- 
sistance in the Dnieper bend and 
raised the possibility of trapping 
huge numbers of beleaguered 
Germans, 

Seizing trainloads of undamaged 
German equipment at Fastov, whose 
capture was hailed in Moscow with 
124-gun salvoés, Russian tank and 
infantry units also were reported 
to have swept up 70 towns and 
hamlets as they lunged toward Ru- 
mania, one of the Nazi satellites 
which Premier Joseph Stalin said 
Saturday was “Anxious to find a 
way” out of the war. 

In the Crimea, far to the south- 
east, the Russians said they killed 
1,000 Germans in repulsing counter- 
attacks on their bridgeheads near 
Kerch and generally improved their 
positions in that area. German

The drone of planes, spearhead- 
ed by a big force of medium bomb- 
ers, was heard almost continuously 
over the English southeast coast for 
an hour today as formations shut- 
tled back and forth from France. 
The medium bombers apparently 
attacked targets not far inland, for 
they returned in about half an 
hour. 

Specific objectives of the twin- 
engined Mosquitoes last night were 
no disclosed. Other bombers laid 
mines in enemy waters and fighter 
commaid aircraft attacked transport 
in France, Belgium, Holland and 
bombed an enemy airfield at Abbe- 
ville.

“DIDN'T SEE COUNT”

Stalin States 
“Real Second

is not far behind the hills,” using 
a Russian idiom, meaning “Not far 
off.” 

He asserted the recent Moscow 
conference had proved the union 
of the Allies had grown stronger, 
with Britain and the United 
States determined to strike a 
joint blow at Germany, 

With the German coalition “on 
the verge of disaster” Stalin de- 
clared post-war problems are mov- 
ing to the front and that with her 
allies the Soviet “proposes f' t to 
liberate the European nations,” in- 
cluding “Poland, France, Belgium, 
Yukoslavia, Czecho - Slovakia, 
Greece and other states under the 
German yoke.” 


MUST HAVE FREEDOM 

“This is our first aim, that the 
peoples of Europe must have free- 
dom to choose their own govern- 
ment,” the Soviet leader said. “We 
must also see that there is not in 
the future any chance for aggres- 
sion by Germany.” 

Paying tribute to the part Russia's 
allies have played in Russian vic- 
tories during the last 12 months 
Stalin said: 

“This year the Red army’s 
blows at the German - Fascist 
troops were supported by combat 
operations of our allies in North 
Africa, the Mediterranean and in 
southern Italy. 

“At the same time, our allies sub- 
jected and still are subjecting the 
important industrial centres of Ger- 
many to substantial bombing and 
thus are considerably weakening 
the enemy's military power. 

“If to all this is added the fact 
that the Allies are regulary supply- 
ing us with various munitions and 
raw materials, then we can say 
without exaggeration that by all 
this ey have considerably facili- 
tated the successes of the summer 
campaign,” 

REVIEWS CRISES 

The marshal reviewed the crises 
brought to the Soviet Union dur- 
ing three years of war and the Rus- 
sian successes in overcoming them. 

The Red army drive, Stalin de- 
clared, has “succeeded during this 
year in liberating about two-thirds 
of the area temporarily captured 
by the enemy during the previous 
two years.” 

He said the Germans had lost 
more than 4,000,000 casualties on 
the Russian front in the last year, 
of which 1,800,000 were killed, 
with 147,200 dead and buried at 
Stalingrad. 

As the Soviet deputies cheered 
he told them “no army can surpass 
ours in equipment and in the qual- 
ity of its equipment,” and “any 
numerical superiority the Germans 
may have possessed at the begin- 
ningof the war has been liqui- 
dated,”

The blood in the body is con-| 
tained within a closed network of | 


blood vessels, veins, arteries and 
capillaries, and it never leaves or | 
escapes from this enclosed network 
except by an accident, such as | 
appears when blood streams from | 
a cut finger. First of all the blood |} 
is the vehicle which carries the 
food and nourishment to the tissues 
and cells, in every part of the body. | 
The blood also carries oxygen from | 
the lungs to the tissues, the oxygen 
being utilized by the homoglobin 
or red coloring matter. When the | 
air or oxygen supply is cut off, as 
in choking, the skin takes on a 
blue color, and this is directly due | 
to the deficiency in oxygen in the | 
tiny blood vessels on the skin sur- 
face. Another important function 
of the blood, is to remove wastes 
and poisonous substances which 
have been formed in the process of 
living. The solids in the blood are | 
minute cells, and there are two} 
kinds, the red and the white cells. 
In health in the average person, | 
the blood contains approximately | 
7,500 of these white cells to the 
cubic millimeter and five million | 
of the red cells in the same space! 
or about 1 white cells to 500 red/ 
ones. Of course when the body 
organism is deranged and not in 
good health, this proportion is| 
altered and that is one of the best 
indications doctors have to cor-|! 
diagnose certain diseases. 
Some of the important tests which 
should be made include a blood 


} count, in which the number of red 


white cells is counted by a 
special laboratory technique. For | 
example, in anemia the red cell
